Mr. Pearson was born in 
Toronto, Ontario, on April 
23, 1897. Serving with the 
Canadian forces overseas dur- 
ing World War I as a Private 
Captain and Flight Lieuten- 
ant, he graduated from Vic- 
toria College, Toronto (B.A.) 
and St. John’s College, Ox- 
ford (B.A., 1923; M.A., 1925), at- 
tending the latter on a Massey 
Foundation fellowship. 

After serving first as lecturer 
and then as associate professor in 
history for four years at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, he joined the 
Department of External Affairs in 
1928 as First Secretary. From 
1935 to 1941, he worked with the 
Canadian High Commissioner in 
London, being switched to Wash- 
ington in 1942 and serving as the 
Canadian Ambassador there from 
1945 to 1946. He then returned to 
Ottawa as Under-Secretary of 
State for External Affairs. 

Leaving the civil service in Sep- 
tember 1948 in order to accept 
appointment to the St. Laurent 
Cabinet as Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, Pearson was 
elected to the House of Commons 
for Algoma East and was re- 
elected in 1949, 1953, 1957 and

of iia majority of students regard attendance at classes as 
a necessary evil. This feeling is definitely wrong. One 


should always attend class, the reason being that, classes, 
now and then, greatly affect the student. He often ends 
such a session with the feeling that he has profited, or if 
he has chosen the right day to attend, he might leave 
thoroughly disgusted (it is better for a class to disgust 
one than to have the usual soporific effect.) 


A short while ago in a Theology class, the students 
were somewhat taken back due to an opinion expressed 
by the lecturer. Drowning in wisdom, he revealed that it 
is immoral for an individual to vote for a political party 
which has trade connections with the enemy. He was re- 
ferring, without doubt, to the Conservative Party, who 


have trade connections with Communist China and Cuba. 
The immorality of such an action, he went on to reveal, 
was the result, if this was collaboration with the forces of 
evil. Before any righteous people accept the conclusion of 

’ such questionable logic, they had better examine it more 
closely. 


First, in making such an ludicrous statement one is 
presuming a number of things. For it to be immoral to 
vote for a party with such convictions, these convictions 
must be themselves seriously morally wrong. This is where 
the author of such a statement makes his first error. He 
is on dangerous ground when he proclaims such an action 
to be a serious breach of the moral law. He should also 
realize that it is to him an immoral action, perhaps not to 
the party responsible for such a policy. It is a presumptuous 
attitude to be so self-assured as to consider it morally 
right to project your personal convictions, and thus pass 
judgement, on such an action or policy. This is not denying 
the objectivity of the moral law, but rather challenging any- 
one who thinks himself to be the sole possessor of the right 
to interpret such a law. 


Secondly, the logic of the statement in question is fal- 
lacious. Perhaps it is justifiable to deem it immoral to pro- 
mote or aid, in any way, the spread of Communism. But 
is trading with a Communist state promoting the ideology 
of this state? In the case of China is it not rather feeding 
a starving people? To our minds what is immoral is refusing 
to help such a people because they do not believe in God. 
The connection between the forces of evil and trade obliga- 
tions escapes us. This is certainly questionable logic; indeed, 
it could not even be considered a decent attempt at so- 
phistry. 


Mr. Diefenbaker, the infamous leader of the forces of 
evil, is soon to speak at Loyola. It is our opinion that he 
should be turned away at the door. Before admittance a 
proper penance should be imposed upon him. The best 
punishment, to our minds, is to have the Prime Minister 
stand, barefooted, in penitent garments for three days 
outside of Loyola; of course, this should all take place in 
the middle of winter. If after such an ordeal the Prime 
Minister repents, and firmly resolves to cease all immoral 
trade policies, he should be admitted. Then Loyola students 
could vote for him. 


The point of this column is not to defend the Con- 
servatives (who are no great bargain) but to object to the 
lecturer’s pronouncement. Some at Loyola consider it to 
be their task to see that the student leaves the school blindly 
adhering to what they label as the truth, despite the fact 
that he will probably be a demented clod. 
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A Boring Climax 


ft ge elections are over; the NEWS pre- 

sents its last issue for the year; nothing 
remains but the exams and convocation. 
Of the exams we have already spoken... 
but what of that mystic rite, convocation? 

Among graduates there seems to be 
an increasing desire to graduate in absen- 
tia. Whether or not they actually fulfill 
this desire is unknown; but the fact that 
such a desire is expressed leads us to 
wonder at the acceptability of the present 
day convocation. 


Admittedly, every university follows 
the same antiquated rite: a rigmarole of 
degree presenting, followed by some en- 
couraging cliches from some prominent 
figure. The cliches inevitably run as fol 
lows: graduates, be individuals, think for 
yourselves. Fine advice, when it is fairly 
obvious that the speaker, in nine cases out 
of ten, has not followed it! 


It seems unlikely that many of the grad- 
uates present pay any attention to what is 
said; they are probably far more interested 
in the realization of how much money the 
whole affair has cost them. And, if they 
do avidly adhere to the words spoken, it 
would seem that they are rejecting the 
principles that are being poured into them. 


Freedom from the dogmas of conformity 
are the key to the present century. On 
this key depends the very existence of 
the next century. 


Yet, year in, year out, platitudes are 
spouted, and polite handclaps greet them. 
Perhaps, though it seems exceptionally 
doubtful, something else is possible. Some- 
thing that would have a lasting effect for 
good on the graduates, and not a tempor- 
ary @ffect of sending them to sleep. 


An idea would be for every student to 
pick up his diploma at the records office. 
He doesn’t need anyone to tell him what 
a great event it is to receive this sheet 
of paper; he has spent four years working 
for it. It would then seem appropriate to 
follow this with a series of functions such 
as the “Meet the Professors’ ” nights. For 
the graduate is much more likely to want 
to meet his professors on a friendly basis 
and be able to do so, than is the bewilder- 
ed freshman at whom these events are us- 
ually aimed. And, probably, most gradu- 
ates would much prefer to have a heart 
to heart chat with some of their professors 
than to hear someone spout the inevitable 
platitudes. And, in wanting to communicate 
like this, real communication would be 
possible. The graduating students would 
go away with something of value from this 
type of ceremony and not the air of relief 
with which they usually escape from the 
heavy boredom of the customary ritual.
